TRIBUTE TO OFFICERS AND MEN. 


General O'Duffy, Chief of Staff, accom- 
panied by Major-General Dalton, visited 
thé various positions on the north ‘side 
of the ‘city yesterday, calling at Brigade 
Headquarters at Amiens street Station, 
the Four Courts Hotel, and the Bolton 
street Technical Schools. 

He examined the ruins of the Four 
Courts, and discussed the attack with a 
number of officers who were engaged in 
the bombardment and storming of the 
building. . 

His attention was drawn to the large 
number of unexploded mines inside and 
outside the Four Courts, the place being 
literally a network of mine cables. With 
one exception, all these death-traps failed 
in their object when the building -was 
being rushed. 

The mine which had exploded caused no 
serious injury to any of the National 
troops. i 

Among the débris the remains of a 
number of valuable motor-cars, for which 
the Army Intelligence Department have 
been on the look-out for months, were 
pointed out to him. i 

The Chief of Staff expressed himself as 
absolutely satisfied that the revolt has 
‘been broken in the city, and that the few 
remaining positions occupied by the 
irregulars will be cleared of these very 
shortly. 

He observed that the moral of the 
troops was splendid, and that their dis- 
ripline and continued and anxious concern 
for the lives and property of the citizens 
was deserving of all praise. 

He added that the officers, without ex- 
ception, commanded the confidence and 
gespect of the rank and file.

MAGNIFICENT MEN. 

The men are magnificent, and in the few 
days of fighting they have quickly developed the 
habits of seasoned troops. In the attack on the 
Four Courts they were obviously very raw, 
often nervous and over-excited when in shelter, 
and then going to the opposite extreme of 
recklessness and hazards by exposing themselves 
jauntily when there was no necessity. This 
characteristic of inexperienced troops is rapidly 
disappearing, and to-day i saw a squad of men 
advancing to take up a position against some 
snipers in a manner which would do credit te 
any troops—lying flat on the ground when in 
the open, and advancing from cover to cover 
in the orthodox street rush. 

They are géttmg a very good idea of what 
is meant by “ cover from view,” but require a 
greater appreciation of the penetrating power 
of the modern rifle bullet before they can con- 
struct adequete ‘‘cover from fire.” 

Behind a roughly constructed barrier of 
chairs, tables, and such like light cover, or be 
hind one row of Wpd-bags, many of, them think 
that they are perfectly secure, and a big pro 
portion of the casualties. must come from this 
false sense of safety. Another mark of improve- 
ment is the withholding of -fire till & suitable 
target appears, though there is still much waste 
of ammunition. 

Threo of the troops in the Scala had already 
to their credit a very smart hit of work in that, 
without any other aid except that of a sergeant 
of the Guards, they had taken the Stanley 
street Works. Observing two men coming from 
the building, they “held them up,” and a 
search revealed that they ‘were carrying 
ammunition. After making them prisoners, they 
opencd fire upon the Stanley street Works, and 
in a short. time the whole party of 27 men 
surrendered to them. 

The night was quiet until ten minutes to 
two, when a vigorous attack on the position of 
the Irregulars was made by armoured care and 
machine-gun lorries. One armoured car took 
iis position just outside the Metropole, 
another at the corner of Talbot street, and a 
third og the other side of Nelson's Pillar. 
From here they poured in a rapid fire on the 
positions in Talbot street and both sides of 
Upper Sackville street with machine-guns and 
rifle grenades,

HOSPITAL STAFFS BUSY.

The hospital staffs were again very busy | 
during the day looking after th wounded who

| fighting; preparing for eventualities, and work- 


ing generally in the cause of the suffering. 
Some of the cases were particularly sad. 
Among them may be mentioned a little girl 
named Margaret Byrne, of 9 Thomas's court, 
whose face was bliwn away on Saturday. She 
died in the accident ward of Dr. Steevéns’s 
Hospital. 

At 5 o'clock yesterday morning an ambulance 
picked up a badly wounded National soldier at 
the corner of Parnell street and Sackv'le 
street. He proved to he Sergeant Kennedy, 
2nd Southern Division, of 12 Fishamble street, 
Dublin, who had a gunshot wound in the back. 
Matthew Rogers, another National soldier, of 
R Company, Ist Battalion, Portobello Barracks, 
was wounded in the left arm, ‘and he and 
Sergeant Kennedy were conveyed in the 
ambulance to Jervis Stree’ Hospital. 

Shortly after noon the ambulance bréught to 
the Eye and Ear Hospital a man aged about 
50 years, who was injured in both eyes. He 
refused to give his name or address, and the 
cause of his injuries is not known. 

Mabe’ Lynn (24), Talbot House, Talbot street, 
was shot in the left side while at an upper 
window in the house at about 3 o'clock. She 
was taken to Jervis Street Hospital, dead. 

At 6.30 the ambulance took a. man named 
James McEvoy, aged about 24 years, to Jervis 
Street Hospital, suffering from a gunshot 
wound in the left leg. Ho refused to give his 
address. 

An unknown man, who had been shot dead, 
was picked up by the ambulance in Findlater 
place at about 6 o'clock. A number of persons 
were injured in Talbot street in the evening. 

It is believed that many other persons were 
injured who have not been treated in hospital, 
as during the day the ambulance was called 
to several places, where, on its arrival, po 
wounded could be found. 

A civilian was admitted to the Mater Miseri- 
cordie Hospital suffering from a slight bullet 
wound in the head. 

The unknown woman whose remains lay in 
Jervis Street Hospital has been. identified as 
Hannah M. McGowan, 1 Parnell street. 

Early yesterday morning several cases of 
shell-shock were treated in Jervis Street Has-

SIR JOHN LUMSDEN’S TRIBUTE, 


The situation in Dublin was easier from an 
ambulance point of view yesterday, hostilities 
being confined to the Upper Sackville street 
area, from Parnell street to O'Connell Bridge. 
The work done by the At. John Ambulance 
Brigade orderlies, drivers, and nurses on Sun- 
day evening was of a highly meritorious and 
useful character. A great number of sick and 
wounded were carried through the firing line. 

A remarkable thing was the way in which. the 

firing from both sides ceased when the 
ambulances appeared, only to be continued 
furiously when the ambulance workers got 
through the danger zone. From Red Cross 
ambulance stations at Middle Abbey street and 
Foster place orderlies were thrown out into 
adjoining streets as patrols, thus enabling 
ambulance calls and cases of urgency to be con- 
veyed with all possible speed, 
At the ambulance headquarters, 40 Merrion 
square, one found a hive of industry, the in- 
defatigable workers making supplies, such as 
bandages and Red Cross flags, and attending to 
the numerous calls to convey doctors to and 
from the hospitals. 

Numerous offers of light touring cars were 
made and accepted, but the ambulance workers 
are still in need of more cars and drivers. 

Sir John Lumsden and his colleagues spoke 
very highly of the great gallantry shown by the 
drivers, orderlies, and nurses. The difficulty 
was, he said, to keep them from unnecessarily 
exposing themselves. He especially commended 
the two officers in charge.of the stations at 
Foster place and Middle Abbey street, Corps 
Superinteridents W. J. H. Walshe and A. J. 
McWilliam, whose splendid organising powers 
and coolness were a fine example to the staff.

With 
the exception of the Gresham Hotel the build- 
ings bore tr-°*s of the incessa..t fusillade from 
machine-guns and rifles. 

Later in the morning the firing became in-. 
tense, and pedestrians sought shelter in 
abutting streets. At noon fighting of a fierce 
nature began, and withering fire was directed 
on the Irregular posts. Machine-guns operated 
from various strategic points, including La 
Scala Theatre and the: premises of Elvery and 
Co. at the corner of Middle Abbey streo.

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GARDINER STREET’S ORDEAL. 

A walk through Lower Gardiner street . yes- 
terday revealed something of the severity of the 
battle, of which it was the centre on Saturday 
and Sunday. 

Moran’s. Hotel. at the corner of the street, 
near Talbot street, and Hughes’ Hotel and the 
Holyhead Hotel, on the opposite side, have not 
a pane of glass left in their windows. The 
pavements and the wide roadway are littered 
with broken glass, and the windows of both are 
still padded with the household furriture which 
was used by the irregulars. for fortification. 

Other houses ali along that part of Gardinef 
street have their window glass blown away. 
The people must have had a terrifying ex- 
perience during the efforts of the Nationa) 
forces to dislodge the insurgents.

DUBLIN CONFLICT. 


THE CAPITAL IN 


“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


The tactics adopted in Dublin were a con- 
fessed imitation of those of Easter week, 1916— 
street battles waged by men without uniforms 
in the midst of a congested civilian population. 
No.condemnation of such methods couid be too 
severe. They are of a kind with the msensate 
malevolence that has begotten this conflict. 
Nér are they its only expression. The Irregular 
leaders, whether impelled by: sheer fanaticism 
or, more meauly, by offended vanity, have com- 
mitted the unpardonable sin of oorening the 
fervour of youth to youth's destruction. Their 
forces consist to a great extent of boys, some 
ef them mere children, deliberately seduced to 
the crimes of treason and homicide. That the 
Provisional Government have hitherto refused 
to make terms with persons of this stamp is 
entirely to their credit. Wellgntentioned efforts 
have’ been made to arrange a truce. Where 
buildings are held with determination the use 
of artillery may become necessary. With its 
employment, there must arise both the cer- 
tainty of costly destruction and a risk ol 
general conflagration. 

The Irregulars have, in fact, attempted to 
blackmail the Irish Government ‘by placing 
the Irish capital in jeopardy. lt is only: 
natural that good citizens like the Lord Mayor 
and the Roman Catholic Archbishop should 
have sought in such cireumstancts to obviate 
further loss of life and destruction. The 
“memory” of -Ireland has perished with the 
Four Courts, and the men who brought that 
calamity upon her are so lost to reason tliat 
they might not hesitate to incur a still greater 
measure of damnation. All the more is it to 
the honour of Mr. Collins and his colleagues that 
they should have placed principle about specious 
considerations of expediency. 

The suddenness of the blow the Provisional 
Government delivered at the nerve-centre of all 
Irish conspiracies seems to have had a stunning 
effect If they show no relaxation of their 
energy, Ireland may be saved the harassing ex- 
perience of local conflicts. The news of the 
Irregulars’ discomfiture and losses in the capital 
vill have penetrated to every corner of the land.

LORD CARSON ‘AND 
THE GOVERNMENT. 
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In the House of Lords yesterday, Lord 
Carson asked His Majesty’s Government if 
their attention had been called to the outrages 
alleged to have been committed in’ the County 
of Tipperary on a young married lady, a 
British subject; whether it was true, as alleged, 
that a raid took place on her husband’s resi- 
dence, and that she was outraged during the 
raid on seven or-eight different occasions, and 
whether any action had been taken by His 
Majesty's Government with reference to the 
matter, and whether the Provisional Govern- 
ment had instituted . any , inquiry, into the 
matter. we Faye er 

The noble lord assured the House. that the 
only reason for’ his putting the question was 
because he could not help thinking that this 
was the worst of all the horrible outrages 
which had occurred,in Ireland since the Britisa 
troops had been withdrawn. «« The Government 
never really ‘realised the position in which they 
left the helpless ,loyalists without making the 
slightest provision’. for their safety. (Hear, 
ear.) His anxiety now was really about the 
people who had been loyal to Ireland, and who 
had been totally abandoned. At the present 
moment there was a duty on Great Britain to 
try to do something to alleviate the utter 
want of protection which these people ex- 
perienced in Ireland. Hé failed to imagine the 
feelings of those who came to the conclusion 
that it was best to leave Ireland, and, in 
doing so, to abandon all their friends, and all 
those who had hitherto kept the flag fiying. 
There might be victories by Free Staters or 
Republicans, but, believe him, the one set 
of people who were absolutely hopeless—and all 
the more hopeless because they were not inter- 
fering with the quarrels of these others—were 
those who had been loyal to this country.

WIFE’S AFFIDAVIT. 

Lord Carson then read an affidavit by the 
lady and her husband, bearing out the purport 
of his question, and alleging that the offence 
took place on Friday morning, June 16, last, 
shortly after 12.30..

These 
people were entitled to know where they stood.

He implored 
the Government to consider the question which 
had beén raised, and give some definite reply 
as to the advice they would give to the loyalists 
in the South and West of Ireland. If they 
were advised to stay, what guarantee could the 
Government give that they should not be ex- 
posed in future to these horrors and outrages? 
If, on the other hand, they were advised to go, 
what assistance ‘was the Government prepared 
to give them? It was the bounden duty of 
the Government to consider this matter without 
delay. If these loyalists did remain in Ireland 
until order was restored, with the hope that 
they might be able one day to take part in the 
government of their country, it was incumbent 
on the Government in the meantime to protect 
their lives, libesty and property, and the 
sanctity of their Wives. (Hear, hear.) 
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IRISH PARLIAMENT. 
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ITS POWER AND AUTHORITY. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, Colonel 
Newman wished to know whether the recently- 
elected Parliament of Southern Ireland was con- 
sidered by His Majesty’s Government as bein 
bound by the Irish Free State (Agreement 
Act; and if it was not so bound, what authority 
the Crown would possess over Southern Ireland 
during the lifetime of the Southern Parliament. 

Mr. Churchill replied that the House of Par- 
liament recently elected was the Parliament re- 
ferred to in Section 1, Sub-Section 2, of the 
Act.

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VICTIMS OF THE FIGHT. 
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CORONER’S BUSY DAY. 
The Dublin City Coroner (Dr. L. A. Byrne) 
had 'a busy day yesterday, when he held in- 
quests on the bodies of persons who were killed 
in the fighting of the past three or four days, 
The first inquest was held on the body of 
Private Rogers (aged 21), R.A.F., Collinstown, 
who died at King George V. Hospital on Friday 
last. He had been shot in Talbot street while 
driving a lorry. 
«Second Lieutenant Breckman; wip was in 
command of the lorry escort, told the jury 
that they were fired at from both sides of the 
street and that Rogers was shot in the back. 
An open verdict was returned. 
At the Richmond Hospital the death of John 
Murphy (aged 25), publican, North Cumberland 
street, was the subject of inquiry. There was 
no evidence to show how Murphy came by his 
death. He died on Friday as the result of 
a shrapnel wound. 
William Byrne (35), carpenter, Upper Abbey 
street, left his home at 3 o'clock on Friday, and 
his wife never saw him afterwards until she 
saw his dead body in the hospital. He died 
of a bullet wound in the abdomen, but there 
was no evidence to show how he was shot. 
David Behan; a major in the National Army, 
was brought to the Richmgnd Hospital on 
Saturday suffering from bullet wounds. He 
died ten minutes after admission, and the ver-. 
dict was simply that he died of bullet wounds. 
The death of Private George Walsh, of the 
National Army, was also the subject of in- 
quiries, and the verdict was that he was killed 
on Thursday by some unknown person. 
Inquests were also held on the bodies of 
Patrick White and Patrick Ormond, of Benburb 
street; and on the body of Patrick Cosgrave 
(14), a messenger boy, who lived with his 
parents in Lower Dominick street. 
n these three cases the jury found .that 
death was the result of bullet wounds. 
The jury found that John Cusack (18), of 
Upper Dorset street, messenger boy; Michael 
Curran, ex-soldier; and Thomas P. Wall (17), 
North Portland place, died of bullet wounds. 
“At Jervis street Hospital the jury found that 
Thomas Daly (45), uttendant at the National 
Museum, was shot at his apartments on Eden 
quay on Friday. A like verdict was returned 
in the case of Anna M. McGowan (40), of Parnell 
street, who was admitted dead to the hospital 
on Friday morning. 
Thomas Markey, who was admitted to the 
hospital on Saturday, refused to tell his name 
or to give any particulars about himself. 
Dr. Kiernan told the Coroner that he after- 
wards learned the man’s name and that he 
belonged to Dundalk. 
“ Death from hemorrhage’ 
shot wound was the verdict.

SALE OF TEA IN PAPER, 
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NEW BILL IN COMMONS. 


In the House of Commons last night, on the 
report stage of the Sale of Tea Bill, Mr. Adam- 
gen moved a series of amendments which, he 
explained, were intended to give the same pro- 
tection to the buyer of tea in packets as the 
Food Controller gave. The bill only prevented

PRISONERS SENT FOR TRIAL; 

The two men arrested after the murder of 
Sir Henry Wilson have been committed for 
trial ‘at the Central Criminal Court, London. 
At the resumed police court proceedings it was 
stated that the prisoners had admitted that the 
names given by them on arrest were. false, and 
that their real names and other particulars 

are :— 

Reginald am (24), of 121 Castlewood road, 
, Stamford 

Joseph O'Sullivan (24), 
street, Bedford. 

Both men claim ‘to be ex-soldiers. 

The two prisoners were charged: with the 
wilful murder of Sir Henry Wilson, and with 
the atternpted murder of Constables March and 
Saver and Mr. Alexander Clarke. 

They stepped into the dock briskly, and fre- 
quently smiled broadly during the proceedings. 
They had quite recovered from the minor in- 
juyies that they received in the chase* 

. There were six wounds in Sir Henry’s body, 
and he must have died almost instantly. 

Police evidence; showed that in O’Sullivan’s 
room they found six copies of the official organ 
of the Irish Volunteers, 
Gaelic characters, Passages from the letter 
are :— 

“Things are very busy here, for we who 
swore to maintain the Republic intend doing so. 
I know, Joe, you are not a Free Stater. You 
could not be, You would never consent, after 
these hundreds of years of fighting, to 
Ireland becoming part of England.

specially lightened moving parte— te—all these 
t ings are of the breed of racing cars, but it 
is quite certain that we shall not have to wait 
very long before they become characteristic gf 
the touring vebicle. ) 

As a witness of the race, which was held’ in 
‘the most abominable weather, for there was 
driving rain for some two-thirds of the dis-. 
tanc>, 1 was immensely impressed with the 
specds which were put up. The Isle of Man 
circuit is no new thing to me, for 1 Lave been 
round it in practice on several racing “are, and 
when 1 reached the course I would wave been 
prepared to lay odds that. no one vould ?ver- 
“RR more than about forty miles per heur for 

lap, seeing that the rain clouds ‘ad emvel- 
oped Snaefeli, over which some eight miles of 
the circuit lies. In spite of these 
adverse conditione, Major Segrave, on his eight- 
cylinder Sunbeam, covered the 374 miles in 
little more than 39} minutes, and there were 
several others who got quite close to this amaz- 
ing time. I mention this pose because it 
seemed to me that the drenched roads, most of 
which had been tarred—and the combination of 
tarred surfaces and heavy rain is well known 
to most of us as the great provocative of skid- 
ding—suggested that ‘skidding would ageing 
full power in use. Therefore, had I heen in 
mood to back my fancy I would have en 
that car which had the best suspension, because 
in these circumstances the capability of holding 
the road was evidently a factor of prime im- 
portance. 

lt is in this direction, I think, that we can 
look for the most productive lessons in connec- 
tion with this 1922 Tourist Trophy Race. Every 
race, both in the three-litre and in the 1500 
c.c. categories, was notable for the fact that 
ite suspension was very much out of the or- 
dinary. The bigger vehicles mostly were fitted 
with two pairs of special shock absorbers for 
each axle, in addition to which their springs 
were bound round with whipcord, having al- 
ready been designed ito he on the hard eide. I 
take this fact to be very suggestive, for it indi- 
cates very clearly what room for improvement 
there i» in car euspension. 

These racing machines are never. expected to 
go slowly. Their practical epeeds are roughly 
trom 45 to 100 miles per hour, yet to meet all 
the requirements of this speed scope they must 
be fitted with all sorts of suspension accessories 
which are not provided on touring cars, the 
range of which, although not reaching the same 
maximum, ie in point. of fact considerably 
wider. 

It was noticeable that almost all of the cars, 
streaking along as they were over slippery 
roads at “anything from 60 to 80 miles per hour, 
were extraordinarily steady. In point of fact, 
they skidded very little more than they would 


i have done had the surface of the rooda been 


bone-dry. The lesson to be learnt from these 
conditions is; I think, this: Firstly, that there 
ig no type of oo Á gga scaigt yet devised which is 
equall for hi speeds and 
for LS speeds, for bad roads 

for good eee s, for light loads and for heavy 
loads. I would not go so far as to say that 
designers. have got anywhere near obtaining the 
ultimate power “that is to be produced from an 
engine of given dimensions, but I woulg commit 
myself to this, that they have gone further in 
this direction (han in their ability to provide a 
suspension which will give really good ser- 
vice under all conditions of working. [ am 
eatisfied, therefore, that in course of time—in- 
deed, in the course of a very short time—what 
has been learnt in strenuous road-racing about 
the springing problem will be applied to the 
benefit of the touring car, which, tpso facto, 
will be rendered at once more safe and more 
comfortable. 

Another thing which struck me very forcibly 
was the relative absence of tyre troubles. One 
knows, of course, that. firms which purvey 
covers ahd: tubes for racing purposes take very 
good care that their processes of manufacture 
are meticulously supervised; but here again 
what starts as practice intimately associated 
with racing ultimately becomes ordinary prac- 
tice. I thought the way in which the types of 
various makes stood up to their gruelling work 
was perfectly wonderful. 

Next, with regard to front. wheel 
brakes, all of the big . cars in the 
three-litre race were so fitted, but in the 1500 
c.c. event there were some participants which 
only had the ordinary {brakes on the back 
wheels. I would not 89 'so far as to say that 
the absence or presence of front wheel brakes 
determined the issue in the small car event, but 
when one watched corner work it was very 
obvious that those cars which had a well de- 
signed system of brakes on all four wheels en- 
joyed an immense advantage. They could ap- 
proach corners at speeds w hich the ordinary back 
wheel brakes would have rendered unsafe, and, 
what is more, they could enjoy the benefit of 
spreading the stress of. a very quick pull up 
over four tyres instead of two. This, it will be 
generally admitted, is a matter of very great 
importance when the road surface is slippery 
and the speed 1s high. One could not help but 
feel that brakes on all four wheels were of 
greater advantage on the small wheel base light 
cars than on the others. Up till now the all- 
round braking system has not been identified 
with any ‘makes of light car, but I make hold 
to predict that it will not be very long before 
the small car embodies a feature and regards it 
as a <a which has hitherto only been 
associated with luxury car design. 

The victory in the big race of the straight- 
eight engine is not to be taken as suggesting 
that this type has any immediate future for 
touring work. Personally, I think it very highly 
‘improbable that the two or three examples of 
the straight-eight design which are now upon 
the market will either be permanent or be in- 
cyeased in number. The straight-eight does 
away with the necessity for the fitting of a fly 
wheel, and is consequently conducive to the 
most. violent acceleration. This is a very valu- 
able feature in a road racing car, especially if 
the course is a twisty one, but its concomitant 
disadvantages are such as pee not likely to 
make it appeal to those who, in touring car 
work, whilst. demanding acceleration, neverthe- 

-still require fuel economy, reasonable body 
carrying space on the chassis, and moderate 
first cost,
